The 
advantage of this is that no for- 
eign weed seeds will be introduced, 
which is often the case when seed 
is cleaned at a central cleaning 
plant. 

Following Mr. Wilson's address, 
Mr. McPhail spoke on the results 
of the seed grain survey made in 
Mountain View Municipality last 
spring. 

Mr. W.K. Snyder, Field Super 
visor, conducted a short discussion 
'on the presence of the more ser- 
ious weeds that are present, and 
which are increasing year by year. 
He pointed out that Toad Flax is 
present in serious proportions on 
Various farms of our district, and 
since it is not susceptible to the 
action of 2, 4-D, it is presenting a 
serious problem, Hoary Cress, Leafy 
Spurge and Russian Knapweed are 
also very bad weeds, but present 
in a lesser degree, Mr, Snyder em- 
phasized the desirability of every 
farmer co-operating with the Field 
iSupervisor in reporting the pres 
jence of these “Bad Weeds” so that 
lthe Municipality can take the ne- 


cessary steps to control or eradi 
cate them, 
After the close of the meeting
